H e had 
been tau n ted w ith 
h av in g becom e the 
leader o f th e Irish N ationalists—as if th at 
was a charge against h im ; b u t h e w as de­ 
lighted w ith having an y part w hatever in 
becom ing leader or follow er, ” he did not 
care w h ich ,” in an y m ovem ent tending to 
m ak e sm ooth th e p ath o f th e people of 
Ireland, an d to encourage them to hope for 
realization of th eir ju st rights. [Cheers.]

BULGARIA. 
U'ft to themselves the Bulgarians would 
he independent and seek the support of no 
one of the Powers. More than this, they 
are a capable people for self-government. 
The great Powers, however, have main­ 
tained a steadfast policy of interference 
with the Slavic States. Bulgarians, thus 
prevented from independent action, have 
been driven to a choice between masters. 
Naturally their sympathies in such case 
would go out to a people to whom they are 
related in not a remote degree, and their 
chief antagonism be against the Turki 
with wham they have nothing in common. 
The treaty of Berlin in 1K78 reduced the 
principality of Bulgaria by more than 
half, and as a natural consequence the 
t 'zar was shorn of just that much of his 
power on the Balkan peninsula. Russia 
has never been satisfied with this diminu­ 
tion. Austrian acquisition of power and 
commercial privilege in the Balkan States 
after the Berlin Congress, was greater than 
the treaty contemplated. By 1881 she 
had gained a practical monopoly of rail­ 
road communication on the peninsula, con­ 
trol of 
the 
Danube, semi-political 
dictatorship and commercial mastery in 
Servia, and threatened to occupy Bulgaria. 
Russia, unable to clicck this advance, has 
never concealed her jealousy, though main­ 
taining outward conformance with the Ber­ 
lin compact. It was a Russian provisional 
Government that ruled for nine months 
after the treaty, when tiie State Assembly, 
under a liberal Constitution adopted by the 
constituent Assembly—unquestionably at 
the bidding of Russia—elected Alexander 
of Battenburg, nephew of the Czarina 
and son of Alexander of Hesse, as Prince 
of Bulgaria. He had been a soldier in 
the Russian army, and also in the 
Potsdam Guards. HLs rule opened auspi­ 
ciously, but in May, 1881, hv Russian, 
German and Austrian advice, he abolished 
the Constitution, dissolved the Assembly, 
and became more subject to Russian inilu- 
cnce than to the wishes of his people. 
Russian machinations and bribery returned 
a new Assembly that was a too! in the 
hands of the Czar, and set up a Constitu­ 
tion to suit the latter despot. Russian re­ 
lations with Germany have never been 
cordial since the treaty of Berlin, when 
Bismarck outwitted the former and ad­ 
vanced Austrian at the expense of Rus­ 
sian interests. 
Emperor AYilliam has, 
ever since 1878, exerted his influence to 
heal the breach and prevent any assault 
upon Russia. But his Premier’s policy 
lias uniformly prevailed against him, 
while the alliance between < iertnany and 
Austria has steadily grown closer and 
stronger. 
Russia naturally turned to 
France for sympathy and received it, 
while Germany and the Porte secretly 
drew closer together, and German influ­ 
ence became more potent at Constantinople 
than ever before in modern history. This 
was the situation when the difficulties of 
two years ago began, that led up to an ef­ 
fort on the part of Prince Alexan­ 
der to establish his independence of 
Russian domination. 
He was foolish 
enough to believe that the time had come 
when he could cut loose from the master 
that made him what he was and develop 
his state as a power of the earth. He con­ 
ceived the idea of a reunion of divided 
Bulgaria by return of East Eoumelia, 
south of the Balkan range. Nothing bet­ 
ter could have happened to bring the great 
powers into something like their old re­ 
lations. 
Russia objected because the 
Prince was casting loose from her, and be­ 
cause she wished no unity or independence 
of Slav States that might impede her pur­ 
posed march to the south and her struggle 
for southern ports. Austria objected to any 
strengthening of Slav power that by union 
might possibly withdraw from beneath her 
rod the small Slav States she dominated. 
Germany, committed to the Austrian 
policy,- and inclined to heal the breach 
with Russia, remained apparently neutral, 
but liecame actually the secret enemy of 
the Prince. 
It was thus determined that 
the Prince “must go,” and all futurefigurc- 
pieees thus be taught to be submissive to the 
power that sets them up. The abdication 
is simply the culmination of this resolu­ 
tion. In tliis matter England was not con­ 
sulted, and that the latter should be as­ 
tounded at the news is not to be wondered 
lit. Nor is there any sympathy to l>e ex­ 
pended upon her. She will bluster, as 
usual, and end by submission. Her duty 
to her financial interests in Turkey should 
have made her the alley of the Prince, 
but she gave him no support; the Sultan 
follow ed her example, and Russia, seeing 
its opportunity, has tumbled him trom his 
seat without a moment's warning. The 
l’ortc is acquiescent, because it now lias 
no choice, Austria and Germany approve 
for the reasons stated ; and so it comes 
about that Bulgaria, so recently giving 
promise of new prominence and broader 
usefulness, is to-day in the hands, abso­ 
lutely, of Russia from the bottom layer up. 
The voice of the people is hushed by 
Russian command, and the man who had 
shown ability to develop the political 
strength and build up the independent 
interests of the State, foreign though he 
v.-as to it, is a refugee—possibly a prisoner 
within Russian walls. But there is no 
question without two sides. It may be 
doubled if the Prince could have main­ 
tained his State in any sort of real inde­ 
pendence. The people are familiar with 
Russian methods aud related to Russian 
piUeia?. The Czar has, in these Slav 
¡States that have felt his hand, not been 
Hi opjress>r; he has been, more than 


was tQ 1>e expected, the friend of re­ 
ligious tolerance and the enemy of < Eto­ 
nian crueltv. It is to hss interest to foster 
and develop the strength of the country, 
and to build up all commercial and in­ 
dustrial interests, and, while ruling with 
vigor, not to lay the mailed hand upon a 
people easily won by kindness. It does 
not follow that the deposition of the 
Prince will lie any serious injury to Bul­ 
garia, or that it will result in more than 
local and temporary shock to the state. 
That it will involve Europe in war seems 
improbable. The Russo-Germanic alli­ 
ance, cemented by Austro-Hungarian con­ 
currence, is too strong to invito assault. 
England will protest and threaten, but 
submit to a conference and when that is 
held accept terms that Bismarck, the Czar 
and Francis Joseph may dictate. 
It 
France cuts any figure at all in the case, 
it is simply that of second to Russia. The 
chief evil of all this complication will lie 
the longer postponement of the day when 
Greece might claim her own, and lie per­ 
mitted freely to answer the cry from 
Macedonia. 
THE CASE OF AKKEISUBES. 
So much of public attention has been 
absorbed by the case of Cutting at Pasodel 
Norte, that the case of Arreisures lias been 
lost sight of by the mass of the people. 11 
is one altogether strange, and as in the 
Cutting ease, it involves the border rela­ 
tions of the United States and Mexico- 
The statement of facts we select from the 
conflicting recitals is that of the Mexican 
press, for we assume it would give the story 
most favorably to Mexico. Captain Mon- 
dragon is Captain of the Coahuila State 
Guards, a sort of police force. As such lie 
possesses no judicial authority. lie had a 
personal enemy, due to a love af­ 
fair, one Arreisures, a native Mexi­ 
can, but who claimed to lie a natural­ 
ized citizen of the United States. Arreis- 
tires was charged in Mexico with horse­ 
stealing. He was found at Eagle Pass, in 
Texas, and placed under arrest by request 
of Mondragon. It must be borne in mind 
that the horse-thief in Texas is even more 
despised than in Mexico. 1 iis life is very 
frequently the forfeit of his crime. Mon­ 
dragon went over the border and made 
denfcand for the extradition of the prisoner, 
and a Texan County Judge ordered him 
to be delivered tip. Mondragon, on his 
part, had no authority to make the de­ 
mand; the Judge had no authority to or­ 
der the extradition. Mondragon took his 
prisoner, who at once claimed the protec­ 
tion of American citizenship, into Mexico, 
and jailed him at Piedras Negras. He 
was not brought before any magistrate. 
The U. S. Consul intervened, but was put 
off by Mondragon, who told h im the case 
would be tried before the Criminal Court 
at Saltillo. This was on the day of the 
delivery of the man. At midnight the 
Captain took the prisoner from jail, tied 
his hands behind his back, marched him 
between military files to the outskirts of 
the town and there lie was shot to death. 
The 2Vo Il<¡niblic*, published by Ameri­ 
cans at the City of Mexico, charges 
that the 
allegation of 
horse-steal­ 
ing was false and maliciously made, 
and, more >vcr, that Arreisures was 
a man who had always borne a good 
character. Two things are clear, whatever 
the citizenship or character of the man; 
that the Texan Judge acted wrong­ 
fully, hastily and cruelly; that Mondragon 
had no authority to do as be did, and is a 
cold-blooded murderer who ought to be 
choked to death on the gallows for his 
crime. The question arises, did the 
illegal surrender bar the way to action liv 
the United States in this matter? The 
Mexican authorities have promised to try 
and punish Mondragon—but iie is only 
under military arrest now—and intimate 
that it will be an evidence of amity and 
good faith if the United States Govern­ 
ment will put the Texan Judge on trial 
also. But it is said bv the triends of the 
latter that he had no reason whatever to 
doubt the right of Mondragon to demand 
the surrender, as he was the proper officer 
to be sent for the prisoner, being Captain 
of Police. 
\lso, that Mex ico cannot 
shield herself behind the usurpation of 
authority by Mondragon, as lie w as a Gov­ 
ernment commissioned officer at the head 
of recognized police infantry. Both Gov­ 
ernments should speedily investigate the 
case, and go to the bottom of it. Should 
it turn out that tiie unhappy victim was 
in reality an American citizen, it will be 
very awkward for the Mexican Government, 
and will make the Texan Judge wish he 
had never been horn. The suggestion is 
alloat that the Judge and the Captain 
were in collusion, but of this there is no 
evidence as vet; if true, it makes them 
both guilty of murder, and they should 
both be hanged after trial, which right was 
denied the murdered man. It is alisurd 
to suppose that an official of any rank in 
Texas can lawfully extradite a prisoner to 
a foreign country with any less formality, 
or observance of essentials, than is re­ 
quired to remove him from the jurisdic­ 
tion of one State to another. The Texan 
Jtulgc who does not know that he cannot 
put a man over the border by simple order 
of Court and without the exercise of 
Executive authority, does not know 
enough to breathe. But assuming that 
he knew belter, then his act became not 
negligence or haste, but corrupt, and open 
to all manner of suspicion. 


BLAINE’S SPEECH. 


THE “ PLUMED KNIGHT” OPENS 
THE CAMPAIGN IN MAINE. 


NOTES AM) COMMENTS. 
The newspapers that have obituary edi­ 
torials prepared, from recently anticipating 
the demise of ex-Presideut Arthur, will be 
pleased to learn that the ex-Frcsident now- 
sports 170 pounds of soli'1 flesh, nas an ex­ 
cellent appetite, and will undoubtedly re­ 
main with us for many years to come. 
There is a newspaper war in the East 
over the question as to what State shall 
have the honor of containing the birth­ 
place of General Sheridan, The contest 
is between Ohio and Pennsylvania, and it 
will astonish the natives and reverse the 
order of things if Ohio does not get away 
with the plum. 
The San Francisco Post says: “ Tbc trial 
of the charges pending in the two Police 
Courts, against the gang arrested for ille­ 
gally voting at the Republican primary 
has been postponed until the Stli of next 
month, to suit the convenience of the 
counsel defending, who is attending the 
Convention at Los Angeles.” The Post is 
no doubt well aware that this is the last 
that will ever be heard of their trial. The 
farce that is, almost without exception, 
made of trials for illegal voting is so patent 
that there is not as much danger from ille­ 
gal voting as from going in swimming. 
Fear is expressed by one of the Los An­ 
geles papers that all the delegates will not 
be able to get into the ball in which the 
State Republican Convention, which con­ 
venes to-day, is to be held. The Times 
also remarks: “ It is a subject of regret 
that New Armory Hal), where the Conven­ 
tion is to be held, is not larger and better 
ventilated. It is feared that it will be un­ 
comfortable. if the weather be hot, for it 
certainly will be crowded—so much so, we 
apprehend, that it will lie impossible to ad­ 
mit a very large number of people who 
would be glad to be witnesses of the pro­ 
ceedings," That is not the kind of a hall 
in which large conventions should be held, 
and it would, therefore, seem that our sister 
city of the south did not possess the su- 
jierior advantages over other localities that 
were so strongly claimed for her. 


His Views on the Fishery Question 
—The Mexican Trouble—The 
Tarifif Question. 


[SPECIAL BY TELEGRAPH TO THE RECORD-UNION.] 


P ortland (Maine), August 21th.—The 
first gun in the campaign in the Pine Tree 
State was fired to-day by James G. Biaine. 
He delivered a long speech, dealing with 
the live topics of the hour, and was listened 
to with marked attention. The meeting 
was held at Sebago Lake. An excursion 
train ran at freqnent intervals, and a vast 
crowd was in attendance. 
BLAISE’S APPEARANCE. 
When Blaine mounted the platform, lie 
was greeted with loud applause. He looked 
the picture of beeltb. llis eyes were as 
bright, and bis voice as strong, as at any 
time during the past ten years. His liair is 
a trifle whiter than during the last cam­ 
paign, but as lie stood erect, making bis 
first campaign speech since liis defeat for 
the Presidency, be looked every inch the 
" Plumed Knight,” as Ingersoil designated 
him in the never-to-be-forgotten address in 
the nominating Convention at Cincinnati. 
THE SPEECH. 
Mr. Blaine touched on the tarift and 
labor question, the Canadian fisheries dis­ 
pute, the Mexican controversy, and the 
Maine Prohibitionists. He attacked the 
Democratic party for its free trade proclivi­ 
ties. From the record made by Congress 
it was shown that the policy of protection 
vs. free trade was an issue shaped and de­ 
termined no longer by sectional prefer­ 
ences, but had become general and national. 
affecting distinct and well marked lines of 
action between the Republican and Demo­ 
cratic parties. He contended that hostility 
of the Democracy to protection bad en­ 
tailed upon the country vast losses, and in 
many Ways exhausted properties and ob­ 
structed the progress and development of 
certain sections. He made a statistical 
comparison of the 
FINANCIAL CONDITION 
Of the working classes prior t« the enact­ 
ment of the first protection measure, as 
compared with their condition to-day. He 
spoke at length of the labor question, con­ 
tending that the man who could by any pre­ 
scription remove the discontent, and at once 
restore harmony and happiness, would be 
a philosopher, a patriot and statesman. 
The man who professes to do it would gen­ 
erally prove to be a compound of em­ 
piricism and ignorance. It is the right of 
freemen to test the virtues and secure the 
advantage of organization, and to exert a 
strong power through combination. These 
are certainly among the common rights of 
all men under a republican form of gov­ 
ernment, lie said. He could only wish to 
inquire of LABOR ORGANIZATIONS, 
How, under the rule of free Irade, wages 
in the United States could be kept above 
the general standard of European wages ? 
He dwelt earnestly upon the fact that the 
colored men of the South are developing 
into independent citizens, and if free trade 
prevailed white labor not only conies into 
competition with the highly skilled and 
miserably paid laborer of Europe, but the 
colored laborer would remain subject to 
the wiil of white men, receiving inade­ 
quate compensation for his own toil and 
steadily crowding down the compensation 
of the white laborer. Mr. Blaine dwelt at 
great length on 
THE FISHERY qUKSTION, 
And criticised the course of the Adminis­ 
tration with much bitterness. He said : 
“ The humiliation oí our position has been 
gratuitously increased by the vote of the 
majority of the Democratic party in the 
House of Representatives, to throw open 
the markets of the United States to British 
and Canadian fishermen, without duty or 
charge and without securing to American 
fishermen the right to fish in British 
waters. This is an act of such unaccount­ 
able rancerons hostility to the fishing in­ 
terest of New England that it is difficult 
even to comprehend its motive. Do the 
Northern Democrats feel such a determined 
hostility to the fishermen of New England 
that they would sacrifice a great national 
interest in order to inflict a blow upon 
them?” 
The Senate and House having formally 
terminated the treaty of 1871 by an over­ 
whelming vote. Secretary of State Bayard 
continued the treaty for six months at the 
request of the British Minister, the latter 
exacting pledges that the X’resident would 
recommend the appointment of a Commis­ 
sion to decide upon tiie exact basis of the 
fishery rights of both nations. The Presi­ 
dent curried out the promise in the ver­ 
batim language of the compact. Mr. Blaine 
characterized the entire proceeding as most 
extraordinary, contending that the pledge 
being held in the British Foreign Office, 
robbed the President of bis liberty as an 
executive. When it was ascertained Con­ 
gress would not sanction the international 
Commission, the Dominion of Canada, 
with the presumed approval of the Impe­ 
rial Government, began 
A SERIES OF OUTRAGES 
Upon American shipping and fishing ves­ 
sels and fishing crews, seeking in every 
way to destroy their business and deprive 
them of their fishing rights. This was done 
with the deliberate intention and obvious 
expectation of forcing concessions from this 
Government. Mr. Blaine took up tbetreaty 
of 1818 and discussed from tbe standpoint 
of Webster, and using language of that 
statesman, said : “ If an American fishing 
vessel was raptured by vessels of war the 
Crown of England was answerable,and the 
treaty was made with it in that view, and 
it was not to be expected the United States 
would submit their rights to be adjudicated 
in tbe petty tribunals of tbe provinces, or 
allow our vessels to be seized by Constables 
or other petty officers, and condemned by 
the Municipal Courts of Quebec, New­ 
foundland and New Brunswick or Canada." 
" It would be refreshing," lie added, "if 
Webster's words could be repeated from 
official sources to-day.” lie declared that 
England and the United States could not 
go to war except on some point touching 
the imperial integrity ot one or tbe other. 
But tbe country is weary of bearing that 
Canadian Constables are arresting Ameri­ 
can crews, and that Canadian gunboats are 
capturing vessels un the high seas floating 
tbe American flag. 
OUR RELATIONS WITH MEXICO. 
In contrast with our patient endurance 
of tbe Canadian outrage toward American 
fishermen, we have made an unnecessary 
and undignified display of insolence anil 
bravado towards Mexico. There are no 
alequet; causes for this demonstration. 
We cinnot, without loss of character for 
honor and chivalry, begin our negotiations 
with threats of war. 1 maintain that the 
United States agrees to accept arbitration 
as a means of adjusting our grave difficul­ 
ties with England. We came under bonds 
to tbe public opinion of the world to offer 
arbitration to any weaker powerasa means 
of settling difficulties where we cannot ad­ 
just them by direct negotiations. If weare 
not willing to accept that conclusion we 
place ourselves in the disreputable attitude 
of accepting arbitration with a strong 
power, and resorting to force with a weak 
power. I atu sure no American citizen of 
self-resnect desires to see his country sub­ 
jected to that degradation. Forthe United 
States to attack Mexico without giving her 
an opportunitv to be heard before a great 
nation of unlimited power is to put herself 
into open shame before all the world. The 
pending contest is marked by the presence 
of a third party, organized as it is, the 
leaders say. to enforce the 
PROHIBITION 
Of the liquor traffic in Maine. The Re­ 
publican )>ariy of Maine has been pledged 
to prohibition from tbe day of its organiza­ 
tion, and has enacted all laws respecting its 
enforcement, and reaffirmed its faith this 
year. The Democrats are the opponents 
of prohibition, yet certain prohibition ad­ 
vocates bad adopted tbe shibboleth "the 
Republican party must be killed," aud bad 
made an alliance with the Democrats to 


that end. Against this alliance the Repul - . 
lican party of Maine presented its record of ' 
uuiforru support of prohibition and pro­ 
tection of American labor. He said that 
the position and platform of the third 
party might be thus abbreviated : “Where­ 
as the Republican party of Maine enacted 
a prohibitory law thirty years ago, and 
since amended it as the majority of the 
friends of temperance demanded, and in 
consequence advanced Maine in ail mat­ 
ters of temperance a quarter of a century 
ahead of the licensed States; therefore, be 
it resolved, that we, members of the third 
party of prohibitionists, will so vote as to 
defeat the Republican party and turn tiie 
government of Maine over to tbe Demo­ 
crats, who have through all these years op­ 
posed prohibition by every instrumentality 
in their power.”

WHEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twent3’-sixth 
Session, beginning 011 tbe fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and lileven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AM ENDM ENT NU M BER ONE. 


S ectio n 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
The word property, as used in this article aud 
sectiou, is hereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises ainl*all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; proridcd, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from tuxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be aud shall be 
assessed and taxed as a part of the realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Sect ion Ten ol this article, aud, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owned and registered or enrolled in 
this btate, or may tax suca ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu ot an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona tide residents 
this ¿tale. 
Double taxation in auy form is prohibited. 
Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law. require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the County Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real nnd personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or tinder 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian, on the 
tnst Monday in March. 
Sec. 10. All property, exoept milroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this Srste, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an aunual tax of two and 
n half percent upon the gross earnings.earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first dav of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon sach prop­ 
erty. AH otber prooerty belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed aud taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The

and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules and regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by mid Board; pronded. however, that

shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken.and deemed to be the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for nil purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every juirpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
tbe proportion of interstate earnings tobe added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one sys’em shall be 
treated as one road. One-third ol the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions ot this section 
shall become part of the General fund of this 
State, and two tbir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated iu the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city aud 
county shall l>e treated a* a county. Any corpo­ 
ration. as^oria ion. partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failiug or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same snail be­ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this state. The taxes 
herein provided for. together with such penalties 
as the 1 eglslature may impose for the non-pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced iu such manner as the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same arc situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a social election 
held for that purpose, the same as other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall i>e subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


S f.c. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this stale, or any one or more of 
them, in sueh eases and amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall, have power, by injunc 
tiou or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any tax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that tho 
same property has been taxed more than once 
for the same purpose In the same year, and then 
onlj upon payment to the Tax Collector, oriuto 
Court, of a sum equal to tha amount ot ouc of 
the taxes so laid upon the property ir» question; 
provided, that in all cases actions may be m ain­ 
tained against the Tax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the í'ourís iu which such actions 
may be bim uht, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions. and such taxes so paid under protestsh&U 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer os the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided.

THE BRUTAL TREATMENT OF A 
FALLEN" AY OMAN. 


L illie F o r r e st S h o c k in g ly B e a te n b y 
a C r e a tu r e W lio C a lls H im s e lf 
a M a n —A S a d S ig h t. 


Reference was made on yesterday to the 
fact that on Sunday night a woman of the 
town, known as Lillie Forrest, whose domi­ 
cile is at No. 522 L street, had been se­ 
verely beaten by a creature named Ver- 
baegen, with whom she had been sharing 
her bed and board, as well as the proceeds 
of her illicit calling. Of such frequent oc­ 
currence are affairs of this kind among 
that clas3 of people, that this one scarcely 
produced a ripple on the surface of society 
in that quarter, still the police officers were 
notified by Chief Dillman to keep a look­ 
out for the alleged woman-beater. This 
fellow Verhaegcn had. however, so well 
managed that his identity was not known 
to the police, and therefore he contrived on 
Monday to elude arrest. On Monday night 
screams were again heard coming from the 
same house, and yesterday morning the 
police were notified of the fact. Officers 
Rider and Agner were sent to the place to 
investigate the condition of things there 
and to arrest Verhaegen il they should find 
him. They went to the place about 10 
o'clock in "the forenoon, and learned from 
the neighbors that there were

The night before. 
Several persons went 
to the house and shouted to the man Ver­ 
haegen to-desist from his outrageous con­ 
duct, but he came to the front, it is al­ 
leged, and openly defied anyone to interfere. 
He even threatened violence to a woman 
on tlic outside (so the neighbors say) if she 
did not go away. On going to the house 
the officers found it locked. They endeav­ 
ored to gain admittance from different 
parts of the house, and finally succeeded 
in cfiecting an entrance. 
While thus en­ 
gaged, Verhaegen, who had been secreted 
on the inside, dashed out unseen by the 
officers and 
MADE H IS ESCAPE 
Around the corner. 
The officers followed 
as rapidly as possible, and were informed 
by parties who saw him that he had turned 
into tlie alley between L and M, Second 
and Third streets. They searched the lo­ 
cality thoroughly for more than two hours, 
but—although having secured a tolerably 
fair description of the fugitive—were un­ 
successful in their efforts. 
They then returned to the house, where 
they lotind the woman in bed. her cloth­ 
ing in a bedraggled condition and the bed 
covered with blood. She was very weak 
from loss of blood, and presented a pitable 
spectacle. In a corner, stowed away, they 
found her undergarments and a towel 
soaked with blood, and these, together 
with a large photograph of Y'erhagen, they 
appropriated. A hack was procured, and the 
unfortunate woman taken to the receiving 
hospital. Chief Dillman was present and 
telephoned for City Physician Parkinson, 
who soon arrived. The woman was placed 
upon the operating table and the blood­ 
stained rags removed from her head. 


T H E SIG H T REVEALED 
Was positively sickening. The hair was 
soaked with blood and matted to the skull. 
Across the head, just hack of the forehead, 
was a ghastly, ragged wound some four 
inches in length, laying the skull bare for 
more than an inch in width. On the top 
of the head was another gash some two 
inches long, and another four inches,while 
at the crown was a lump as large as a tea­ 
cup. When the hair was removed from 
this latter wound it was found to be even 
worse than the one over the forehead. Her 
right eye was also in mourning, while her 
arms and side were blaek and blue from 
bruises received. The wounds were dressed 
with care and skill by the City Physician, 
who announced that no fracture of the 
skull was apparent. The operation, al­ 
though painful, was borne by the poor 
creature without the use of anicsthetics. 
Members of the police force, accustomed as 
they are to scenes of brutality and blood­ 
shed, declared that they had seldom wit­ 
nessed a more pitiable condition of a hu­ 
man being than that of this unfortunate 
woman.

T H E W AGES OF SIN . 
Con’d her sisters in sin have witnessed 
the spectacle presented by this unfortunate 
woman, as she lay there, pale and weak 
from th" loss of blood, her head cut and 
bruised in such a frightful manner, with 
none ot her own sex to cheer and comfort 
her during the trying ordeal, no doubt 
they would have realized more fully than 
ever before the truism that the way of the 
transgressor is hard. But, whatever her 
own sins may have been—however far this 
poor creature may have wandered from the 
path of virtue—no human being could 
have witnessed her pitiable condition with­ 
out a feeling of sympathy for her and 
loathing fur the brute who was responsible 
for her sufferings. 
. 


SH IEL D IN G T H E MISCREANT. 
And yet, strange to say. this woman, who 
has so narrowly escaped a shoc king death, 
could not be persuaded tq relate the facts of 
the occurrence. 
With that proverbial 
characteristic of women of her class, she 
persistently declined to admit that her 
“ lover” was the cause of her suffering, 
and invented a number of excuses to ac­ 
count for her condition. One was that the 
occasion was her birthday, and that her­ 
self ami Verhaegen were celebrating the 
event by over-indulgence in liquor, and 
that while under its influence she fell down 
stairs. But there is the testimony of sev­ 
eral persona to prove that she underwent a 
beating on both Sunday and Monday 
nights, and that Verhaegen had on the lat­ 
ter occasion warned anyone from interfer­ 
ing. The officers have no doubt that, with­ 
out the woman's testimony—should she 
decline to prosecute the lellow—they can 
abundantly prove his guilt. It would he a 
disgrace to the community if such a de­ 
based creature as this alleged man has 
shown himself to be, should be further per­ 
mitted to pollute its precincts with his 
presence, provided he escape punishment 
for his acts. 


V ERHA EG EN ARRESTED. 
About 0 o'clock last evening officer Mc­ 
Cormack and special Tom Consolation, who 
was specially deputized for the occasion, 
visited the Albion House, on K street, be­ 
tween Fifth and Sixth, and there found the 
object of their search, Verhaegen. When 
discovered by the officers, he made an ef­ 
fort to escape, but was unsuccessful. He 
was taken to the station-house, but no 
charge lias yet been entered against him,as 
it remains to be seen what the result of the 
woman’s injuries shall be. 


T H E WOMAN TALKS. 
It was the intention yesterday to send 
the injured woman to the County Hospital, 
but for some reason this was not done. 
She is, however, well cared for at the re­ 
ceiving hospital connected with the police 
station, and was last night visited by a fe­ 
male friend, who brought her clean under­ 
clothing to replace her blood-soaked gar­ 
ments. She is quite a yoimg woman, and 
good looking. It is said that last evening 
she admitted that Verhaegen had beaten 
her, but that he did it while drunk.

Tiic Valensin Case. 
The United States Circuit Court, Sawyer 
Judge, has rendered a decision in the case 
of Alice M.Y'alensin. of this county,against 
her husband, Count Giulio Valensin. The 
suit was one instituted by the plaintiff to 
recover from her husband certain sums of 
money received by him from the sale of 
grain, etc., belonging to the plaintiff. Judge 
Sawyer yesterday rendered a decision in 
favor of" the defendant. The Court held 
that the evidence proved it was thoroughly 
understood between the parties, who owned 
farms adjoining each other as individual 
property, that the same should he worked 
together. The fact of leases having been 
executed by both parties conjointly, the 
lessor to receive a third of the crop raised 
upon the lands of both husband and wife, 
considered as one property, and also that 
money was borrowed and joint notes and 
mortgages executed were also referred to, 
as well as the circumstance of the money 
received being deposited in a common 
pool, so to speak, against which both par­ 
ties checked at will. The Court held that 
if not technically a partnership it was es­ 
sentially ore. If there is any right of re­ 
covery by the wife during coverture, the 
decision goes on. the remedy must be in 
equity and not in an action at law for 
money had and received. The Court fur­ 
ther suggests that, from the evidence given, 
it seemed likely that an accounting would 
show that much more ol the defendant's 
money had been expended, either for the 
plaintiffs individual gOod, or in improving 
their common property, than of her own. 
The full judgment was that the plaintiff 
take nothing upon the claims made against 
her husband, and the latter nothing upon 
his counter claim, wiiicii of course is prac­ 
tically entirely in lils favor. 


W oodland and Lake County llailroad . 
A gentleman who has just returned from 
Lake and Mendocino counties states that 
the proposed railroad from Sacramento and 
Woodland to Lake and Mendocino counties 
is very favorably regarded in those coun­ 
ties, and the convassing lor funds with 
which to construct the road is progressing 
very favorably. About $150,000 has al­ 
ready been pledged in Mendocino, and the 
subscriptions being secured in Lake county 
are far exceeding most sanguine expecta­ 
tions. 
The activity displayed for this road, and 
the prospect of its early success, has caused 
Donaliue to bestir himself, and he is ear­ 
nestly seeking lo bring hl.s road into favor, 
promising to extend it immediately. So 
active is he in this direction that lie is ap­ 
plying to those who have subscribed for 
the Woodland road to relinquish such sub­ 
scription and to aid him in his project of 
extension. 
Une subscriber, living in Round valley, 
has liis name down for $10,000, for the 
Woodland road, and proposes to give still 
further aid il the construction of the road is 
proceeded with. 
Others who have sub­ 
scribed somewhat smaller amount.' express 
similar intentions, and are enthusiastic for 
the road, and all. so far as met with, were 
entirely in fuvor of ihe route to YVoodland 
and Sacramento, in preference to the Dona­ 
hue extension. 
They give as their reason, 
that they wish an outlet direct to the East, 
and that in purchasing supplies, etc., Sacra­ 
mento can furnish iLtir dealers at as low a 
rate, ¡Í not lower, than San Francisco. 
The people of Sacramento and Yolo 
county are deeply interested in this matter, 
and should not let the opportunity slip to 
secure this additional outlet for our trade, 
as well as other benefits to be derived from 
greater railroad facilities and the increased 
business and thrift which inevitably comes 
with it.

The lower Court rendered a verdict 
for the plaintiff. On appeal, the Supreme 
Court now affirms the verdict, and holds 
that, though under the law the bill should 
reallv have been made out and presented 
by the husband, no substantial right of the 
executors was infringed upon. 
A second 
point raised, to the effect that Hicks had 
allowed Mrs. Smith $3,000 in his will, is 
decided against the estate.

Telegrams from Widdin say that advices 
received there from Bulgaria say there is 
much discontent among the troops over Ihe 
change in the Government, and that a large 
proportion of the troops are disposed to re­ 
turn Alexander. 
The troops in Eastern Ronmelia and at 
Shurnla disapprove of 
the deposition. 
Two thousand people, who openly favor 
the restoration of Alexander, met yester­ 
day in front of the Russian consulate, in 
Pbilippopolis, the capital of Eastern Rou­ 
melia, and made a public demonstration of 
their wishes 
The deposition has divided 
the population of Sofia into two hostile 
parties, one of which ardently supports the 
revolution, the other as warmly espousing 
the cause of the Prince. The partisanship 
on both sides lias become dangerously 
heated already and it is feared that party 
conflicts of a serious nature will ensue. 
Railway service between Constantinople 
and Roumelia has been suspended. Orders 
have been sent to Adrianople suspending 
the issue of tickets beyond the frontier. 
8t. Petebsrueg, August 24th.—The .1"ur­ 
na! <h St. Petersburg, commenting on the 
Bulgarian crisis, says it hopes the politi­ 
cians of Bulgaria and Roumelia will have 
the wisdom to understand ihat the des­ 
tinies of both nations depend 011 the be­ 
havior ot the people. 
Above ail things, 
tiie peace and good-will of the Powers 
should be secured. 
Politicians should not 
attempt to hamper their good intentions. 
The Russian press do not generally believe 
that 
any of" the foreign Powers will 
interfere with the Russians-in the direct 
pacification of the Bulgarian trouble. 


L o n d o n, August 24th.—Telegrams from 
Bucharest to-day state that a majority’ of 
the Bulgarian army, as well as a majority 
of the Bulgarian people, have already de­ 
clared their adherence to Alexander, in­ 
cluding the soldiers of the Widdin, Necrop­ 
olis and Silistria garrisons. Colonel Monto- 
dorroff, Chief of the'Roumalian militia, has 
offered to lead the troops to meet Prince 
Alexander, escort him back to Sofia, and 
replace him on the Bulgarian throne. M. 
Staruboulotr, President of the Tironeva 
Government, acting in concert with Colonel 
Montodorroff, has summoned the militia 
of Bulgaria to service in the interest oi Al­ 
exander. M. Stambouloil declares the gar­ 
rison at Sofia, which conducted ihe revolu­ 
tion, is ready to surrender to any Govern­ 
ment properly representing the deposed 
Prince, provided the soldiers are assured of 
amnesty. 


C o n s t a n t in o p l e. August 24tb.—A second 
Provisional Government has been set up in 
Bulgaria, with headquarters at Tironeva. 
This Government is in opposition to that 
of KarravelotF, and it favors Alexander. 
Stambouloil was made President of the 
Tironeva Government. He is one of the 
men whose names were issued in the cir­ 
cular issued yesterday by the Karraveloff 
Government to convince the people that all 
the prominent men of the country sup­ 
ported the revolution. 
London, August 2-ltb.—A Bucharest dis­ 
patch says that disorder prevails in Sofia, 
and that the outlying garrisons are await­ 
ing the signal to march on the capital. It 
is stated that the Iioumelian military are 
also prepared for active service, and that 
Alexander's cause is hourly gai ning ground.
